The “ Sippy Milk Diet” 
There are many special diets. The 
“Sippy milk diet” is u ndou b tedly the 
b a-st. 
According to Dr. Sipp.v’s plan, 
the patient is given three ou nces of 
a mixtu re of equ al parts of milk and 
cream every hou r, from seven in the 
morning u ntil seven in the evening. 
After the third day, three soft b oiled 
eggs and a well cooked cereal may

OME of the things printed in a 
new spapet are as disagree­ 
able to the new paper itself as to 
the sincere critics who would pre­ 
fer to see less or none of the so- 
called “scandal” news. 
B ut in the 
perform ance of w hat it 
to be its duty to print the news 
the publications at times like the 
judge on the bench are doftfronted 
w ith unpleasant obligations. 
There can be no justification or 
a 
new soaper 
tha t in cold- oo 
p a n d er s'to the lower instinct* of 
its readers or peddles filth and ob­ 
scenity. 
N ot m any newspapers do 
this and none tha t do would admit 
it. 
It is a question w hether the 
w orst victim of such publicity is 
not the medium through which it 
reaches the public. 
Much by way of earnest critic­ 
ism has been said of newspaper 
publicity of crime. 
It has never 
been earnest criticism 
has 
been 
satisfactorily proved tha t news of 
crime begets crime. 
As a m a tte r 
of fact the evidence is rather that 
there 
is 
no 
connection bet wen 
them. 
It is possible tha t some person 
m ay get a w rong slant on dom e­ 
stic relations by the news of divor­ 
ce cases, but this slant will not pre­ 
vail outside of shallow thinkers, for 
to all others it m ust be apparent 
tha t in m ost instances it is only 
the unusual tha t gives events the 
distinction of news. 
If all domestic life were corrupt 
and decadent, there would be no 
news vaLue in chronicling domestic 
m isfortune. It is because the vast 
m ajority of m arriages are success 
tha t the overwhelming num ber of 
homes are 
wholesome, 
tha t 
the 
vast bulk of people are law abiding 
and good citizens tha t the excep­ 
tions assure news value. 
No apology is m ade for new s­ 
papers indiscretions in the section 
of printable news and still loss for 
deliberation 
exploitation 
of 
un­ 
savory events, but for those w'ho 
deduce from 
publication 
of un­ 
pleasant things tha t the world is 
going to pot, there is the com fort­ 
ing thought tha t quite the reverse 
is true because in the main it is 
the exception and not the rule tha t 
has news value.

Many theories have been Advanced. 


General lack of resistance, as well ns 
Infection and Injury to tlie lining of 
the stomach, are doubtless Important 
factors.

J.am tarts are 
not often rejected by the young, 
the middle-aged, or the old. Jam 
or preserves with cottage chease, 
or in puddings, marmalade 
for 


breakfast or supper—sweets like 
these fill many a gap, 
and they 


add good cheer any day. 


They add something more than 


that, says the Bureau 
of Home 


Economics of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, for there is 
concentrated . energy' value in 
sugar, and the fruit itself 
has 


mineral and vitamin 
value—how 


much depending on the 
kind of 


fruit and to some degree on 
the 


way the preserves or the jam or 
the marmalade is cooked. 


The making of fruit sweets is 


not so very difficult. Rather it is 
a simple matter of knowing how

flavor, texture and 'fpod 
value 


while cooking the fruit in such a 
way that the sugar penetrates the 
tissue sufficiently' t6 preserve it. 
The main point is to,cpak ie just

^Pf and-preserves .are disappoint- 
ing if they turn' out to be merely 
dark sticky masses of sweet, with 
a little fruity tastCr-the result of 
too much "boiling down."

Select varieties of fruits which 


tend to hold 
their shape. With 


such soft fruits as 
apricots and 


peaches, use those slightly under- 
ripe. Pick over all berries care- 
fully, 
wash, 
and 
drain. W.ash, 


stem and seed cherries. Wash and 
prick the skins of plums to pre- 
vent shriveling of the fruit. 
Re- 


move skin of soft fruits such 
as 


peaches, apricots, figs, and toma- 
toes by a hot dip. Pare and core 
pears and quinces, and cut them 
into halves or quarters as desired. 
Pare watermelon rind and cut into 
pieces of dasired size. 


AJ1 fruits must be heated either 


in sirup or in water to change the j 
cell walls so they 
will absorb 


sugar from and gives up juice to 
tho sirup. At the same time the 
sirup is concentrated to a degree 
that wili preserve the fruit. The 
fim is to taring about the exchange 
from sirup to fruit without undue 
change in shape of the fruit or 
toughening of its tissues. To ac- 
complish this the different types 
of fruit must be handled 
differ- 
ently. 


If 
berries are 
covered with 


sugar and allowed to stand over- 
night, juice will bs drawn out of 
the berries. If they are then heat- 
ed in this sugar-juice mixture 
until a sirup is formed and the 
berries are hot through, they ab- 
sorb, the sirup and tend to "plump 
up." 
This is facilitated by leaving 


the berries in the sirup to cool. 
During this 
process 
the 
water 


from the berries dilutes the sirup. 
The whole mass can be cooked, or 
it can be spread out on a pan and 
slowly 
concentrated 
in a low 


temperature oven or in the 
sun 


with less change 
in color and 


flavor. Another method is to drain 
the juice off, concentrate it 
and 


pour it while hot over the berries 
again. This can be repeated until 
the 
desired 
concentration 
is 
reached. 


To retain the shape and flavor 


of aoft fruit, avoid cooking it any 
more than necessary. 
Cooking in 


sirup toughens the cell wall ma- 
terial. This tends 
to make soft 


fruits but will toughen very firm 
fruit such as some pears, quinces, 
and watermelon rind. This can be 
prevented by cooking these fruits 
in water or dilute sirup until tend- 
er before putting them in the con- 
centrated sirup. 


The sirup should be concentrat- 


ed until it gives the jelly test if 
the fruit is one which contains 
pectin and acid. Otherwise con- 
CL-ntrato it 
until just a little 


thicker than for 
jelly 
(boilin"- 


point 2.19 deg. to 223 deg. F.). Psc- 
tin may be added to bring about a 
slightly jellied juice, which a kls 
to the .attractiveness of preserves 
of most kinds.

For making jams, well-ripened 


fruit is desirable both for 
flavor 


and texture. The fruit should be 
prepared and weighed as for pre- 
serves.

One fruit may be used 
alone or with others in desirabic 
flavor combinations Jams may be 
crushed or "cooked up," as de- 
sired. A wooden potato m.asher is 
useful in crushing. Blueberries and

short cooking with the addition of 
a small quantity of water before 
sugar is added helps in the extrac- 
tion of any pectin. Add the sugar 
to the boiling mixture and cook 
until a good jelly test is obtained.
